It is roo well known how after that Epiſcopacy was eftabliſhed by Autho- 


rity, in both thir Kingdoms, as that Government which was moſt agree- 


able to the Word of GOD, and the practiſe of the Primitive Church, and 


ſuited beſt with Monarchie ; Some Fattious perſons here did much diſturbe 
the Reign of that wiſe. Prince King James : And overthrew the-Goyera- 
ment under that- pious Prince King Charles the firſt, in which Rebellion 
( that grew up by plauſible degices , too like our preſent proceedings ) 


under the ſpecious diſguiſes of Liberty and Religion, GOD þ uniſhcd us ſo 


appoſitely, that theſe Parliaments which Jluſted fo after boundleſs Liber:v, 
wereabſolutely turned out from any Share in the Government , and that 
new Mo.'c|I'd Church, which violently graſped at. even all the Civil Go- 
vernment, was rcnt inpleces by its own viperous brood the Remonſtrators, 
and fell from having any eſteem with thoſe Uſurpers whom they had raiſed. 

Thcſe Diſorders did firſt take riſe , and had their chief maintenance from 
ſome Weſtern-Shires in this Kingdom, who having been the chief Aﬀors 
in every Scene of that Bloody and Trapical Rebellion , were ſo far from 
wearying or repenting of having oppoſed their Native Prince, that they per- 


ſecuted both in Church and Sate,ſuch of their ſormer Aﬀociars as reſolved to 


return totheir Duile, and to hazard all in Reſcvin2 their King from that im- 


prifonment, which they well foreſaw was the firli ſtep t« the Scaffold : And =

ſuccesfully poiſoned ſome , and endeavoured fo induſtrioufly to poiſon.

Remonſtrance , and divided from His 24ajeſtzes Forces , and declared bean 
AQat the Weft-X##+ , that if 'His MajeſtHe would not grant the Conceſſions 
then propoſed to Him , and whereby all His Prerogatives were to be (cru'd 
fromHim, they would not owne His Government : And GOD having ſufe 
fered His I gje/Fies Armies to be bear at Woreheſfer, theſe Remonfirators did 
by all poſſible Infiquations , enfeayour to gainthe Uſurpers favour, and did 
perſecuteſuch as had owned His Majeſty whilſt he was in Scotland, 4 
After His X«jeſt/es Reſtauration, which GOD had made fo miraculous, 
to confutecheinſolent Appeals, which thofe people ha alwayes made to his 
extraordinar Providence , and to diſappoint the expeQations of that Party, 
who reſolved to burdenthis Return, with ſuch Conceſſions as they had former. 
ly exto;ted in anno.1650. His Majeſty and Hrs Parliament, as the Repreſen. 
tatives of the Nation , did unanimouſly reſtore Epiſcopacy , but ſo mode. 
rately, thatno ſober man could complain z and though many of a different 
Perſwafion, deſcrted their Charge in the Mipiſtry, yet all ſave forie Remone 
ſtrators, frequented the Ordinances, and lived moſt peaceably , but the chicf 
oftheſemoderate mendying. , ſome Remonſtrators who were irreclaimable, 
fearing the Schiſm might die out , admitted ſome young men tothe Miniſtry, 
contrare tothe Principle of their own Aﬀemblics, - which condemned Mix/. 
eriavag:, andcontiarto the expreſs Laws of this Kingdom , which make 
theſe puniſhable by death , 2adrhey with the help, of theſe hote headed young 
men , having inflamed ſ>me of their o!d Weſtern friends,(for it cannot bs de- 
nyed , but there are very honeſt and loyal perſons inthofe Shires ) into a Re- 


| bellion in 4270 1666, whilſt His Majeſty was, as they concetved , unable to 


oppoſe both them, and thoſe forreignenemies , with whom he was ingadged 
then in a: dangerous War ., it pleaſed GODto bleſs His Majeſite with atotal 
ViRory overthem : Bur yer His Majeſtie , whoſe Clemency is aS extraor. 
dinar as his Reſtauration, was fo far from purſuing his Viory with Revenge, 
thathe yie!ded to the importunar Interceſſion of thoſe who-promiſed , That 
the Indulging ſome Parochesin the Weſt , to haye Miniſters of their own 


perſwaſion, would ſettle all thoſe Diſtewpers ;_ And though His Majeſt:e was

pleaſedtotry this, andall other means of reclaiming thoſe Shires , and tobe 
_ Now upon theſe Miniſters the Salarie due only by Law to the Orthodox = 
Clergie , yet thoſe of that party, finding their Rebellion ſo fuceſsful, 
conchuded,that the ſame Force,which had'procured that,might procure more, 
and ſo they eſtabliſhed new and fliyingReadezvouſes'of Rebellion called Fie/43 
Canventicles, in which, under pretext of Preaching, all Lawlefs and difaf- 
fected perfons ,. gor conſtant occafiovs of aſſembling themfelves andadjuft- 
| ingrheir malicious Deſignes , and of infuſing into the people (inſuchree 
mote places , far from rhe obſervation of all wife andjudicious men ) whare 
_ ever their Malice could ſuggeſt againſt the King, His Laws, andgovernmenty 
and from which as thetrue Nurſeries.of Rebellion, itwas moſt exfie forthem 
to form and model themſe! ves into Armies , when thoſe defignes were fally 
ripened , aSthey had formerly done in ayzo 1666. which Rebellion was but a 
running and coatinued Field Conventicle, fed conftanrly by ſuch aScamero 
hear their Miniſters, whothengoverned them, '/preachupon that long March. 
They having ina Bield Coaventicle at the G/enkenr keptthcir firſt Rendez- 
ma from which they ſenta party to Dumfrzes, and ſurpriſed a part of His 
Majeſties Forces , and thence having gone to another Ticld Conventicte in 
Cumnock they proceeded to others at Hire, Kilmarnock, Machlen, Strevin,La- 
nerk, after which they Conventicl'd on to Pentland , where , ' by their being 
beat , this Kingdom was reſtored to its former Peace'and Quiet : And'in 
which Field Conventicles, the Covenant, which is condemned astreaſon- _ 
able by the Law , was conſtantly preached up , and peopletakenupen Oath, 
bound by itto reform Englandand Ireland, as wellas Scotland, and to bring 
all Delinquents to condigne puniſhment ; nor was the Church and all Chri- 
ſtian Diſcipline, inleſs dangerfrom them; for the people were led'outto hear 
ſuch as for fear of revealing, they were obliged nor ro know, andſo'Feſuits, 
Anabaptiits, and any Se&aiite might have ſecurely poſſeſt thoſe ignorant crea» 
tures with whatthey pleaſed, and frequently did fo, andrhefe poor people be- 
ing once alienated from the Church and irs Diſcipline, found thereina fveet 
Liberty of ſtaying from all Churches, and of being ſubje& to 'no Diſcipline. _ 
Upon Which Conſiderations, the King, by AR of Parliament, did wiſely 
_ declare, theſe Field Conventicles to be Rendezvouſes of Rebellion; the Mi- | 
niſter tobe puniſhable by Death, and the Hearers by proportional Emes, not= | | 
withſtanding of all which, and thar ſuch Meetings are deſtruQive toll Go. | 
yernment, unknown to, and unallowed by any Chriſtian Socie:y;and preached | |! 
againſt by theſober part of their own principles; yet thoſe Wilde-hill- preach» | 
ers, did {till continue and heighten their fury to that degree, thar ftch of | * 
their own party.aStook Indulgences from the Council, wererailed ar - andi | 
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in Diſdain, called Council-Curats :: And ſuch as Officiated underBiſhops, 
were frequently Robb'd and aſſaulted in their own houſes , and rfhreatned 
with ſuch probable Cruelties , that they were forced to Relinquiſh their 
Charge, Andto poſlels the People with a belicf of their Eſtabliſhmeat 3 
they contrar to expreſſe Laws , kept Presbyteries , Synods , and other 
Aſſ:mblics, entertain'd Correſpondence with the Diſaff-ed Subjeds of His 
Majeſties other Kingdoms, and kept Armed men as Guards for their Ring. 
leaders, Preaching in all places the Lawfulneſs of Refiſting the Civil Magt- 
car; the Unlawtulneſs of raking the Oath of Allegiance ; that Epiſcopacy 
was Ante.Chriſtian , all who owned them were Perjured , and Enemies to 
CHRIST : aud the Parliaments and Laws by which they were Eſtabliſhed 
were Impious and Sacrilegious. And to convince the World, what might 
have been expected from thele, if they had Prevailed , ler any man read 


thoſe Books Printed by them , wherein at their loweſt Ebb, they invite - 


all men to oppoſe Authority, as to a Duty to which they were in the 
Covenant oblieged upon Oath, and to kill all ſuch as ferved His Majeſtie, 
. by che Example of Phineas,which Books poiſoned fo far thoſe whom their 
. former Principles had prepared that ſome of them adventured, even to af- 
 Tault Ais Majeſt;es Counſellors upon the chief Streers of His chicf Gity 
. here, and inthe face of the Sun, and having in cold Blood maintained it, 
. add gicd Juſtifying it , are to this day numbred amongſt their beſt Martyrs. 
Thcſe Enemies of all Ordcr waiting all Opportunities that might diſtract, 
or adde to the other Diſtrations of their Native Countrey, finding in 4-70 
i674. that ſome Members of Parliament bad in ſeveral things contraverted 
His Majefies Authority, and differed from His Miniſters, they immediately 


flewoutin Fyfe and other Shires, to ſuch heights, that they dar'd to Ulſurp 


{ome Pulpits even in Edinburgh, and to Convocat in great numbersabour 
the doors of His Majeſties Privy Council, with mott infolent Petitions, 
rraceing carefully the execrable ſteps of our former Rebellion. But His 
- Majeſties Prudence and the Care of His Privy Conncil, having Quaſhed 
thoſe Appearances, His Majeſtics Auth: rity did for ſome time over-aw, 
though not reclaim them;bur hearing that His Majeſt» was like to be involyed 
in a new Forrain War, they again afſembled in mighty numbers in 0Fober 
and November 1677. and did violently inyade the Pulpits , and perſons of 
the Orthod x Clergie, and ſothreFen all with ſudden and great revolutie 
ons, and refiitcd ſo frequently and inſolentlv ſuch as came to them in His 
Majefties Name , Killing fome and Wounding many ;' th:t the Privy Couns 
cilthoghr irnecc{ar ro write to the Sheriffs of thoſe Shires, to require an 
-- accoun: of their Diligence inrepreſſing ſuch Diſorders, who informed them 
= | thar 
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that they conld not get cither Officers to cite the Offencers,, or men to_ 
buy their goods that were Diftrained , and that. their numbers and contu- 
macie were ſuch that they. difpaired- of all Succeſs : And even the Coun-. 
cil found that ſuch as were Cited before them,contemned ſtill their Citations, 
and by conſtant abſences added to the former number of Rebels : nor.was 
it poſſible to Repreſle thoſe Field- Conyenticles, by Legal Proeeſles, bath - 
becauſe the far greateſt part had nothing to pay , and ſo feared not the 
payment of theſe fines impoſed by Law, and it was impoſſible. todiſcover 
who were preſent at: them , becauſe they ſtopt by Armed-men any: from 
coming near them,. who were not of their own Principle. Whereupon the 
Council finding all the Ordinar Legal Courſes fail, they wrote to the Com. 
miffioners of: Exciſe, aud Juſtices: of Peace, -of the Shites cf Ar, and Rez 
friw, which did comprehend moſt of the Nobility and Gentry of thoſe 
Shires, and Invited and Impowetred them to take ſuch Courles as might 
ſecure- the Peace of the Kingdom, and His AMajefiies other good Subjeas, 
againſt the Jealouſies and Fears ariſing from ſuch Tumultuarie and Illegal 
Convocations: To which, they ina full Mceting, and after much Delibe- 
Fation returned as anAnſwer, That theſe Diſorders had ſpread fo far, and were 
ſo deeply rooted that they thought it impoſlible either to ſettle the Countrey, 
or-anſwer for their Tennants , except-the King would allow them a new 
Indulgence : Which Anſwer, coming after the Councils Letters to other 
Shires of the. like Tenor, were ready to be diſpatched they ſtopp'd the ſame, 
fearing thatthe Example: of thir Shires might. draw in their Neighbours 
intothe like Combination, And it being propoſed in Council, whether 

it waS+ fit to ſend unto theſe Shircs the few ſtanding Forces of this Kindom, 

It was urged by many, and very-ſtfongely, That the Commons there had ſo 
ſhaken off all Reſpe& to Anthority, that they-might probably Diſ-arm thoſe 
few Forces, and thereby both Diſable the King ro make any Detence, and 
Force themſelves for mainta;ning that Guilt, to joyo all of their Party in 

an open Rebellion, Whcreupon it was thought fitter to Atm ſome of His 
Majeſfties Militia-Regiments ; And the Marqueſs of A:hof firſt , and then 
others having offered their #igh- land men.this was thought Iſs Expenfive and 
might prove more Formidable.: and therefore was chooſed by the Councy), . |

wiſhed batin vain, that it had Redeemed it felf by ſo ſhort and ſmall an 
expence, fromrhepayment of ſuch vaſt ſums, and the. Ruineof ſo many 
thonfands as fell in the late unhappy wars, and to which they found thole 
Diforders leading by the ſame Fatal! Steps. 
_ A Proclamation was alſo iffued out in His A4jeftirs Name, Diſcharging 
all Noblemen, and Gemlemcn, to remove without Orders from the Coun. 
cil during this Service , which as ir kas been conſtantly praQifed in Scorlene, 
fo was neceſſ1r at thistime both to reſtrainſuch as might abſtract themſelves 
from His Xajeſtes Service at that exigem, and to retain ſuch within the King- 
dom, as fhoufd be found obliged ro ſecurethe peace, it being moſt ordinar 
for ſuch as judged themſelves obnexious,to retire whilſt His Mjeftes Forces 
were upon the place, andthen rerarn when they are gone, whereas upon 
the other hand,' it wascafte to-ſeck a Warrand, and none wasCcver refuſed, ro 
ſuch as offered probable Reaſons, which might take off rhe ſuſpition of their 
going away to elude the Prochamation, His Majefties Forces beingafſſembled, 
1t was reſolved, Thatthey ſhould Diſarme thofe Shires, a courſe formerly 
rafen by th: Council inthe like caſe, in March, 1667. by the ſame perſons 
who now complain, whilſt they themfelves were Councellors, and lead» 
ing men, and which is, by Our cxprefs Laws , apartof Our Kings Preroga- 
tive: Andinthenext place, a Bond was offered , wherein every Herctor 
was obliged to anfiyer for himſelf, his wife, and his children , under thepe- 
naitics expreſt inthe As of Parliament, made by the univerſal Conſent of the 
whole Nation, which obliges a man ro anſwer for theſe Delinquencics of his 
wiſe and children: So that ſuchas obje&t, Thatno-man can be an(werable 
for his wife or children , or forany ex cept himſelf, do either norunderftand 
Our Law, or do maliciouſly endeavour to perſwade the people , that. Our 
Laws areunjuſt:Aad it is obſeryeablein all thoſe fifch Monarchy-Presbyteri- 
ans, that where Law canbe any way wreſted, they make much noife of Laws 
and Cuſtomes, but where that cannot be fo debancht, they cry our againſt 
chem as impious, and not binding. The Band did likewiſe oblige the maſters,
